Gary Bur¬ 
roughs came under fire from a 
Niagara-on-the-Lake councillor 
Monday following his request 
that the splash pad in Simcoe 
Park be turned back into a wad¬ 
ing pool. 

Ihe water feature in the park 
had been used as a wading pool 
by generations of local chil¬ 
dren and visiting families until 
the end of June. After being 
informed of new provincial reg¬ 
ulations on water safety by the 
Niagara Region, the town began 
operating the water fountain as 
a splash pad only. 

Burroughs said he was speak¬ 
ing on behalf of neighbouring 
residents who want the wad¬ 
ing pool reopened until the end 
of the summer. He denied that 
the Region ordered the town 


to close it unless a fence was 
erected around it and lifeguards 
were hired. 

He said the new provincial 
guidelines are meant to prevent 
injuries and provide adequate 
water quality, but he did not 
see any references to staffing or 
fencing in the legislation when 
there is less than 30 inches of

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NOTL Winery 
owner arrested in 
China for alleged 
smuggling

A Niagara winery owner has been 
arrested in China for allegedly smug¬ 
gling tens of millions of dollars' worth of 
icewine into the country. 

Last Thursday, Chinese state media 
reported John Chang, also wine¬ 
maker and owner of Lulu Island Win¬ 
ery in Richmond B.C., is believed to 
be among four individuals arrested 
for smuggling Canadian icewine into 

Chang had recently purchased the 
Niagara-on-the-Lake Lailey Vineyard 
winery from the Lailey family. His Lailey 
ownership was confirmed by the Wine 
Council of Ontario, which has otherwise 
declined to comment. 

When Postmedia Network contacted 
Lailey Vineyard by phone on Friday, a 
reporter was told to send any questions 
about the incident to a winery e-mail 
address. 

A follow-up e-mail from “Amy” 
states in part: "We have found the 
inaccurate reporting on Lulu Island 
and Mr. John Chang to be highly irre¬ 
sponsible and damaging to their rep¬ 
utation. 

“Lailey Winery is independently 
operated and is not involved in the Lulu 
Island investigation.” 

Chinese state-owned media Legal 
Daily and the Xinhua News Agency both 
referred to the detained Canadian win¬ 
ery owner only as “Zhang,” which is the 


spelling of Chang under the Pinyin sys¬ 
tem in use in Mainland China. 

However, news websites 163.com and 
Canada-based iaskxa both identified 
John Chang by his full Chinese name. 

All reports said Chang was arrested 
following an investigation into “icewine 
import-data anomalies.” 

When reached by phone at Lulu 
Island Winery, a staff member 
declined to confirm whether Chang 
had been arrested in China, but took 
down contact information and said 
a manager would respond at a later 

The winery later released a statement 
in response to the reports. 

“Lulu Island has been importing 
wine to China for many years through 
properly licensed importing agen¬ 
cies in China,” it reads. “Lulu Island 
believes all of its wine imports to 
China have been done in full compli¬ 
ance with all (applicable) laws, rules 
and regulations.” 

The statement acknowledged that 
Chinese authorities have been investi¬ 
gating imported wine from a number 
of sources, including Canada, and said 
that the winery had retained legal coun- 

"Lulu Island and Mr. Chang have 
been co-operating fully with customs 
authorities with their investiganon, and 
we are confident that the investigation 
will confirm that Lulu Island has not 
done anything wrong.”
